I kno v of no pretiicr sight thon 
a flock of Redwings flying back and 
forth over thsir nesting grounds in ihe 
morning sunight, trilling’ their leveiy 
call notes, and spreading their wings 
to show the georgeous scarlet and 
cream-edged shoulder patch as their 
hover over the nest. The female is 
a very soberly garbed person, and she 
reminds me strongly of the Rosebreast- 
ed Grosbeak’s mate. In certain locul- 
ities the Yellow headed Blackbird {s 
suite plentiful, but never. in such num- 
bers as the Redwing, 

A very prettily colored Woodpecker 
is the Yellowbellicd Sapsucker, but he 
has a rather unfortunate habit of 
sirgling certain trees. with innumer- 
able holes, into which-flows the sap, 
which he sips at leisure. / 

When a family leaves the nest they 
simply camp by these holes--and_ I 
have seen them g0 saturated by this 
syrup stuff as to appear like “all-day 
suckers.” One dear little bird that 
spends much of its time around these 
sap holes, is the ‘tiny Humming. bird. 
I watched them last summer for hours 
feeding, and darting from one tree to- 
another, .No matter what time of day 
I went. I wag always/sure to see one. 
By .comparison,..the sapsuckers look- 
ed Mie toads as they clung to the tree 
and when they tried to drive of Mr.

He chatters in a 
‘nasal tone all the time he is hunting | 
for insects and their eggs, and takes 
not the slightest notice of me ff I keep 
still. He is slate-colored in the back, 
black on the top of the head, with 
black lines through the eye anda 
white line over the eye, while his 
underpart is rusty, 

With one or Jwo exceptions all the 
birds mentioned in this paper can be 
seen around our homes wherever there 
are trees and underbrush. We are} 
fortunate at Red Deer in having so 
many spruce trees, for a number of 
these birds are to be found wherever 
coniferous trees grow. During the 
summer T constantly see the tiny 
Kinglets at my house—the tiniest bird 
we have except the Hummer, The 
song of the Ruby-crowned Kinglet is a 
delight to hear, and out 0? all propor- 
tion to the size of the singer.

“The farmers, perhaps unfortunately 
will have the burden of responsibility 
of conducting. the affairs of the prov- 
ince, but they want the government of 
Alberta administered in the most econ- 
omical and efficient way possible, and 
to this end they ask the sincerest co- 
operation of’ every member who hag 
the best ine STCatS of the prov ince » at 
heart.

The New York Times is authority 
for the statement that as many as 
3,400,000 men are out of work in 
the United States. The marked feature 
about this, however, is that there are 
few signs of ‘distress: The savings 
bank report increase of deposits jn 
New York State by $41,357,796. There

the unemployed will be at work before 
long. Many young women are going 
from the factories to their homes or to 
household) work. Thousands of in- 
dustrial workers are helping the far- 
mers, 

In England the conditions are much 
worse. An official stutement says the 
unemployment {is costing the British 
£1,800,000 weekly. It 
sey exhausted its original reserve of 
£ 20,000,000,

In Canada, while’ there is a good 
deal of unemployment, conditions are 
by no means as bad as the old land, 
Apart from the hardship inflieted) by 
unemployment on the families of the 
workmen who are idle, one of the 
most serious effects of the suspension 
of work in any line is an advance in 
the general cost of living. There 
is only one thing that will bring down 
high prices and reduce the cost. of 
living, and that is inereased produe- 
lion, Every idle man is not only, di- 
rectly, or indirectly, a burden, on the 
State, but he ig also helping to keep 
(UD prices by not doing his shure in the 
jline o fproduction, Plenty of work 
land reasonable wages for all would 
soon reduce the cost of living and 
jcontribute to the general prosperity 
| of the State,
